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What is the relative amount of 

work that a man can do in coiupai- 

son with a horse or machinery v 

At his very best ihe strongest man 
stands in pretty poor comparison, 
even with a horse, for hard, contin- 
uous labor. He might perform foi 
a few minutes one-half horse power 
of work, but to keep this up for 
any groat length of lim» would be 
impossible. 
Thus the gain in forcing horses to 

do a patt of the world's work was 
enormous. One horse could ex- 
haust a dozen men in a single day, 
and still bo ready for next day's 
work. 

Tin 1 measurement of a horse's 
power for work was Brst ascertained 
by Watt, the father of the modem 
steam engine, and lie expressed this 
in terms that hold to-day. He ex- 
perimented with a great number of 
heavy brewery horses to satisfy 
himself that his unit of measure- 
ment for work wascoireet. After 
many trials ho ascertained that the 

average brewery horse was doing 
work equal to that required to raise 
330 pounds of weight high 

in one minute, or 33,000 pounds 
one foot in one minute. So ho call- 
ed this one horse power. 

This work, how. , on- 

tiuuoi. would have lo 

back up after each pull to lower the 
lino of the pulley, and thus hi' would 
work four hours a day in pulliUj 
pounds in the air at the rate of Hit) 
feet a minute, and four hours in 

slacking up thciope Consequently 

no horse can actually perform con- 
tinuously what is generally called 
Olie-horse power. The horse was 
never born that could tug at a rope 
for eight hours a day. pulling 
pounds 100 feet each minute without 

rest or change. Consequently, when 

we speak of horse power we refer 
only to the average work a horse can 
do in one minute, that is to say, the 
rate at which ho can work 

A Strong man might pull half that 
weight 100 feet in the air in two 
minutes, but he could not repeat the 
operation many times without being 
exhausted. 

Vor all necessary purposes the 

expression of one-horse power is ac- 
curate enough and practically shows 

the measurement of an av< 

s abilities for working. As a 
rule a strong man can in eight hours 
work at the rate of about one-tenth 
of one-horse power; that K it 

would require ton men to pull 880 
pounds 100 toot in the air in a min- 
ute and then slack up and repeat 

the operation throughout the eight 

hours of a winking day. ' The 
world \s gain in labor when horses 
were first employed to help man in 
his work was thus tenfold

METEORIC SHOWER OF TIIK LEONIDS 
MAY l!K A DOWNPOUR. 



The great even! always to be 
looked for in the month of Novem- 
ber is the meteoric shower of 
Leonids ; "always to be looked for," 
indeed, but not always to be seen. 
The " shower" is urually hardly a 
sprinkle, and sometimes no more 
than a few drops. But there is 
always Ihe possibility of a great 
downpour, and this possibility litis 
kept many a man out, of his bed for 
several hours on several November 
nights, thai he might not miss one 
of the grandesi of nature's specta- 
cles, if il should occur. 

It is difficult to know what, to ex- 
pect this year, writes Dr. Frederick 
Campbell in the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Of one thing we may be sure; the 
moon will be off the field, and so 
the faintest meteors will not be 
extinguished by her radiance. 
Again, we may lie very confidant 
that, there will bo some meleois, even 
it nil many; and there is always Ihe 
possibility that there will be many — 
in which case mi one should miss Hie 
sight,. 

When we encounter the Novem- 
ber meteors they appear to be issu 
lug from the constellation Leo. 

Hence they are called Leonids. 
Hut if their path could he drawn 
backward in the sky, il would be 
seen Io curve rapidly away from 
Leo, and reaching io a point , con- 
siderably farther than the orbit of 
the planet Uranus. When it is re- 
called that it requires a telescope to 

I' ran us, great world though it 
is, one can conceive wlml an 

enormous distance these nuggets of 
matter travel in completing their 
01 bit. Hence they may lie individu- 
ally widely spaced, and yet flash in 
our sky al not Infrequent intervals, 
•• they are traveling so rapidly 
In fact, they are at topmost speed 

when we see them. Since they are 

scattered through the orbit, they 
are likely to be seen in the easl, 
any .year; in greater or lesser num- 
bers, from midnight till dawn, on 
the mornings of November liith, 
l.ffh, lllh and I.Mh. 

There are other meteors this 

month, the Andromedes, proceed- 
ing from the constellation Andro- 
meda, nearly overhead in Ihe even 
ing, and later swinging about, to 
the northwest. These are liable Io 
appear November 85th, 88th and 
87th; but they aie not as piomising 
ihe Leonids, despite the dis- 
appointments which these have 

pea ted ly given us. 

Theothei features ol a November 
sky Should not be forgotten. The 
winter conslellal ions are looming 
"I 1 '" the ealU Tamils, with 

rtelailcs itinl llyioles, is already 
high; and struggling above the 
! 11 is great Orion, which a few 
months later will be the mosl 
niliceiit group high in Ihe south. 
This means that I he winter assem- 
blage of great first, magnitude stars 
is now forming, Aldobaran, Kigel, 
I'.etelgeaux and Capella being now 
in view; and we still have with us 
Foiualhaiit, Altaic and Vega. 

The planets are waxing in in- 
terest. Great Jupiter (lames high 
in the east, and any cleat night will 
exhibit four of his moons on condi- 
tion of slight magnifying power in 
your glass; Jupiter wiil I (injunc- 
tion with the moon on Ihe I'.Mh, Hie 
Iwo bodies being only a degree and 
a half apart three moons' breadths 

ami presenting an inspiring 

sight. Saturn is somewhat low, 
west of south, and is drawing near 
Ihe sun, leaching ipiadrat ure with 
that body on Ihe 6th, being then 

'.in di est ; a line of 180 moons 

would then extend from Saturn to 
Ihe sun. On the l.llli Saturn and 
the moon will be in conjunct ion ; 
lull the climax is reached al 7 A.M., 
and Ihe I wo bodies should be looked 
lor not widely spaced the night 
before or Ihe night after.
